to obtain by a friendly arrangement 
the independence of the islfl-nd. 


The story of that intervention is fa- 


miliar to every member of the senate, 
and was made the ba;-,is of its resolu- 
tion, last session, requesting the presi- 
dent once more "to in'tejpose his 
friendly offices with the Spanish gov- 
ernment for the recognition of the in- 
dependence of Cuba." 


The resolution then adopted by con-

For 
more than a hundred years, amidst di- 
vergent or clashing interests and un- 
der frequent severe strains the two 
governments have succeeded in avoid- 
ing collision and there in no friendly 
office which Spain could ask, which 
the United States, within -the limits 
of their established principles and pol- 
icy, would not be glad to extend. In 
the present instance they are actuat- 
ed by on earnest wish to avoid the 
d;uiger of seeming to provoke a con- 
flict. 


The practice of Europe in regard to 


intervention, as in the instance cited, 
.has been almost invariably harsh and 
oppressive. The practice of the Unit- 
ed States hiis been almost invariably 
mild and forbearing. 


Among the precedents which have 


been so numerously cited, there can 
be no.doubt as to the choice. 
The 


most^moclerate is the best. 
Among 


these, tiie attitude taken by president 
Monroe in 1822 is The only attitude 
which can properly be regarded as 
obligatory for a- similar situation to- 
'day. The course pursued by the Unit- 
ed States in the recognition of Co- 
lombia is the only course which con- 
gress etui consistently adopt.

The newly 
elected otficifil, no matter to what of- 
fice, low, hlfrh or medium, legislative 
or judicial, clerical or what not, is 
compelled to turn himself into a dis- 
tributive ag-ency 
and 
finds himself 


hounded on all sides for offices. And 
he is compelled to do it, too. It is for 
the failures he makes, for satisfy he 
cannot, that his public life is soured, 
his .usefulness often impaired and he 
finds public life -a burden. Then a-rain 
there are the -unsuccessful. For one 
pleased, there are eleven who are not. 


The saying- is true enoug-h. 
Offices 


are a source of weakness. They are 
not only weakenitsfr to public men, 
but weakening to the best welfare of 
the public generally. The method of 
appointment is a source of demorali- 
zation, omitting- now the argument 
that there are too many offices any- 
Ti'c.-,, and that there should be no fee 
system at nil, the. only emolument be- 
iriR- the salary. But. if it is from the 
civil service that reforms are t-o'be ex- 
pected, the present hollow mockery 
will need to be also reformed. . For 
one thing', no 
ofKcirtl should be al- 


lowed -to dismiss for cause. This 
cause is most always political or per- 
sonal reasons. The same appointive 
power 
the 
civil 
service 
com- 


mission, 
must 
only 
be 
al- 


lowed 
to 
remove 
for 
cause 


and that upon charges -formally pre- 
fei-iiKl. Again no more choosing from 
a list oi certain names who have 
passed the required examinations.

Tine with tnvo 
married men. give it to 'ths oue.wiih 
the most children. If the country is 
readv for a pronounced civil sen-vice, 
there will be some public spirited pub- 
lic men to talco the matter iii hand.

Some ourlous features aro noted in tho

If tho ear, however, on one side is 
delicate In sleo and contour, the other will 
bo tho same, while if the one loots Ilka a 
dried flg the other duplicates it in form 
and color. But with the eye it ia differ- 
ent.

eye is generally moro open than the other, 
a'll oculists agree that the cases whero the 
seeing powers of the two aro equal in tha

same head are very rare. Usually men 
irse tho right eye the most. Watchmakers, ! 
engravers, microsooplsts and

niilng tho telescope iipply their right eye to 
the instrument, and generally overwork 
that orgna.

both eyes should not bo equally strong, but! 
they are not.

Animal*' Feet. 


The feetof animals are called by various 


names. 
Wo speak. of tho pawg of dogs or 


cats, the toes of elephants and the hoofs oi 
horses. These distinctions aro always ob- 
served by those familiar with animals. 
An olephaut dealer smiles at the igno- 
ramus who writes about the hoofs of ele- 
phants. 
The leg of th« elephant ends in o 


large, firm, sc-ft cushion, surrounded by 
Cra round cushions of toes capped by five 
great nails. A curious detail of tho feet of 
animals is that, although the number oJ 
claws or toes varies with each species ot 
ben:-t, DO known sen has six divisions or 
digits upon each foot.

A Good Flow Sled.

Mctlioda That Hnvo Glvoa Satisfaction For 


Twenty-nevcn Yofcrn. 


A Now Jersey correspondent of Tbo 


Now Englaud. Homestond writes of 
methods practiced' by him with entire 
success for tho past SO ycare. He saya: 


For por It, .one of.- 
1 tho first' considera- 


tions is af'c!ean barrel. I have used the 
v.amo barrel'-for tho.past SO years and 
have cU'ayed 
it each yeur as fol- 


lows : Pot about three pails of water 
and'a psci: of clean wood ashes iu the 
banal, then put in hot irons enouch. to 
boil tho-.vrater, cover closely and by add- 
ing a liot'iroii occasionally keep i.t boil- 
ing for a couple ci hours. Wash the bar- 
rel thoroughly, and it will bo sweet as 
a new barrel. 
Cover tho bottom of tho 


barrel with coarso gait. 
Out the pork 


into strips about six inches wide, stand 
edgewise in tlie i-barrel, with tho skiu 
next the outside, tell tlie bottom is ccv- 
ered, then cocerwitha thick coat of salt 
so as to'hide the pork entirely. 
Repeat 


in tho sane manner till the barrel is fnll 
or-tUo-jqrk is all iu.XJover the top lay- 
er with-salt, thickly. Let it stand about 
three or four days, and then put on a flat 
stone and cold'writer enough to cover 
the pork. After tlie water is on sprinkle 
one-quarter pound best black pepper over 
it. 
An inch of salt in. the bottom aud 


between.each layer and 1% inches on 
top will bo sufficient to keep the pork 
without makiug ivbr,ine.

It usoally takes about three 
weeks to complete the job. Hang up 
immediately and'smoke. This recipo 
will cure tbo large and small bams 
alike and just right for cooking, as tho 
meat will not tike in moro than the 
right1 quantity.

Com n» Fuel. 


While not very much corn mayrjs 


used as fuel in tlio. state of Iowa, yet 
farther west, where tho distanca from 
tbu.'soft coal mines renders bard coal' 
cheaper than soft coal for fuel, there is 
no-reason why the farmer should not 
burn his corn, a'ccordiucc to a writer iu 
"Wallace's Farmer. Eo says: 


It ia runch easier to sit by the stove, 


rcdhot with corn and read the papers on 
a cold day'than it is to haul tho corn 
five or ten miles to town aud sell it at 
10 cents n bushel and buy hard coal at 
$10 a ton.' Wa'do not know the relative 
quantities of heatigtvcn out by n ton of 
hard-coal and a ton of corn, bnt » ton. 
of com, cob and aD, which is the form 
in which,it is oscd for fuel, would be 
worth, at.10 cants a.bushel,'$2.S6, and 
we would take our chances on getting 
more iitnt out of corn at this rate than 
coal at $10 or $11 a ton. 


Terraces and Dltchc*. 


OM terraces and ' ditches should bs 


repaired and new ones made, that they 
may become settled and-firm before tho 
heavy spring raihs.come. Tho terraces 
should not bo made too^uarrow. Thoro 
should be at ieaattw.o feez o£ firm, com- 
pact earth in tho middle not touched-by 
tho plow.-' This-will .bettor resist tho 
force of the heavy, -washing -winter and 
spring rains.''.After tho terraces aie 
completed, if they^nre sown in rye or, 
wheat, this, will"add still further to 
their power of resistance. — Exchange.
